But it goes without saying that peace can never 
endure unless it is a peace in which all nations enjoy their 
proper places. tnfortunately, however, the establishment of 
world peace in this sense is difficult of speedy realization 
at the present stage of human progress. In order to realize 


such a great idea), therefore, lt seems to be a most natural 


ster that peoples who ere closely related with each other 


geographically. culturally ans sconomically shoulé first form 


a sphere of their own “or co-exictienses and co-prosperity ane 
establish peace and orcer within that sphere, and at the same 
time secure a relationshi:s of comron existence and prosperity 
with other spheres. The cause of str'fes mankine has 
hitherto experienced lies generally in the failure to give 
fue consideration to the necessity of some such netural and 
constructive worle order and to vewery the irrationalities 
and injustices of olé, The war in “urope brings home the 
truth of this with special emphasis. Therefore, jn order to 


establish international peace on a permanent foun¢ation every 
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S effort must be exerte¢ for the rectification o° the blunders 


‘that have heen comm’tted in this reward. 

Tt is in this spirit that "apan ie now engages in the 
task of establishing a new orcer in Fest Asia. It is extremely 
regrettable, thevefore, thet there sioulé be those who not only 
fail to understané fepants gts. unlerralerys tage4 uron this 
funtamental principie, Dut on bas oortrnre, ov sipust tha 
establishment of peace in East Asia Sy supporting the regime 
of Chiang “Yai-shek. ‘“e have ursed them to reconsider such an 
attitude in the vast, and new ve intend furtrer to urge their 
serious reflection. “e are Cetertermined to leave no stcne

unturneé@ in order to eracicate all activities for assisting 
Chiang Xai-shek. 

Some times there are those who woult disaptrove a change 
of the status quo by force of arms regardless of the reasons 
therefor. It is for the purpose of cringing about a jest and 
permanent peace that Japan has been fighting in China for the 
past three years. Her em: loyment cf armed force is an act 
looting beyond the imreciete present. The sword she has Crawn 
is nothing other then a "lifeeoiving swore" that destrovs 
evil. an? meses justice manifest, 

The countries of “ast Asia anc the regions of the South 
Seas are geographically, historically, ~acially anc economical): 
very closely relatec to each other. They are destined? to 
co-operate and m*nister to one another's needs for their comron 
well-being and prosperity, an® to vromote the peace ard crores 


in their regions. The uniting of all these regions uné-r a 
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Single sphere on the basis of common existence and the insuring 
of the stability of that svhere thereby Js, 7 think, a natural 
conclusion. 

The idea to establish first a righteous peace in each of 
the various regions and then establish collectively a jst 
peace for tre whole has long existed also in Fvrope and America. 
This syster: presurposes the existenses of a stabilizing force 
in each region, with which as a center the peoples within that 
region are to secure their cr-existence and co-prosperity 4s 
wel] as the stability of their sphere. It apy pres. poses | 
that these groups will respect one another's indivisual 
characteristics, political, cultural anc economic, ané they 
will co-operate and fulfil one another's needs for their common 
good. 

“hen the present Puropean var croke out, the Jaranese 
Government. at once “-clared their policy of non-involvement 
and mate it clear that this country did not intend to 
intervene in Furope ané at the same time did not want to sce 
the war spread into Fast Asia. Quite naturally Japan expects 
that the “estern Powers will do nothing that will exert any 
undesirable influence upon the stability of "ast Asia. 

Japan, while she is carrving on vigorously her task of 
constructing & new order in Fast Asia, is paying serious 
attention to developments in the furopean war an? to its 


rerercuss tans in the various quarte ys of East Asis, including 


the South Seas region. I desire to d-clare that the destiny 
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‘of these regions is a matter for grave conesrn to 7axan Jn view
